The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: claims 22-38, 40-48, 
53-79 are drawn to a printed patch for transdermal administration of at least one therapeutically 
active agent comprising a non-adhesive liner and a dried pharmaceutical composition that 
comprises the active agent, a system comprising said printed patch, and a method of using the 
printed patch. The printed patch of the instant invention is novel and unobvious over the prior 
art because it comprises a uniform distribution of dried solid dots of the pharmaceutical 
composition present on the non-adhesive liner. A search of the prior art reveals that the printed 
patch of the instant invention is not known in the art, therefore, since the patch is novel and 
unobvious, the system incorporating the patch and the method of using the printed patch are also 
novel and unobvious.
